Harold  Bentley,  Hyrum  Harter, 
Arthur  Crawford,  and  Leland  Wentz, 
are  the  four  students  recommended 
for  the  Rhodes  Scholarship  by  the 
Council  of  Deans  of  this  institution, 
From  the  twelve  applicants  for  rec- 
commendation  these  four  were  chosen 
on  the  basis  of  judgment  used  by  the 
state  committee. 

Harold  Bentley,  this  year’s  second- 
vice-president  of  the  Student  Body, 
is  a student  of  scholastic  prominence. 
He  has  distinguished  himself  as  an 
athlete  in  the  cross-country  run,  in 
tennis,  in  basketball,  and  in  swimming, 
and  as  a scholar  in  his  class  work  and 
in  oratory,  having  won'  the  Student 
Body  Oratorical  contest  last  year. 
....Hyrum  Harter,  Student  Body  Presi- 
dent has  been  prominent  ever  since  he 
entered  school.  In  his  high  school 
years  he  was  prominent  as  a debator, 
and  he  debated  Princeton  and  the  A. 
C.  for  the  "Y”  in  his. Freshman  year. 
He  debated  the  University  of  South- 
ern California  and  the  University  of 
Utah  last  year. 

Arthur  Crawford  entered  the  Young 
University  with  a.Junior  College  cer- 
tificate from  the  Dixie  Normal  Col- 
lege. At  Dixie  Mr.  Crawford  was  ac- 
tive in  Student  Body  affairs.  He 
represented  his  institution  in  the 
Church  School  Debating  League  and 
acted  upon  the  staff  of  the  Dixie  Owl 
Because  of  his  scholastic  ability  Tie 
was  recommended  for  the  Harvard 
Scholarship  by  the  President  of  that 
institution.  Mr.  Crawford  also  served 
as  a missionary  in  England. 

Leland  Wentz  has  made  an  excel- 
lent record  in  his  one  year  at  the  B. 
Y.  U.  He  won  the  State  Oratorical 
Contest  with  the  University  of  Utah 
and  debated  in  the  State  Triangle  De- 
bates. Mr.  Wentz  shows  marked 
scholastic  ability  and  is  an  “A”  stu- 
dent in  all  of  his  classes. 

Every  three  years,  two  Utah  stu- 
dents are  chosen  to  represent  their 
state  in  the  famous  British  University, 
Oxford.  From  each  of  the  three 
Utah  universities,  reccommendations 
are  sent  to  the  Rhodes  Scholarship 
Committee  of  selection  for  the  state 
of  Utah  which  chooses  the  student 
showing  most  forcifully  the  following 
characteristics:  (a)  qualities  of  man- 
hood, force  of  character  and  leader- 
ship; (b)  literary  and  scholastic  ability 
and  attainments;  (c)  physical  vigor, 
as  shown  by  interest  in  out  door 
sports  or  in  other  ways.

No  more  students  of  high  school 
grade  will  be  allowed  to  register  for 
courses  at  the  B.  Y.  U.,  according  to 
President  Harris.  He  states  that 
owing  to  the  influx  of  college  stu- 
dents, the  secondary  school  will  have 
to  be  limited.  That  limit  (approx- 
imately 250)  has  now  been  reached 
and  no  more  can  be  admitted. 

This  institution  has  the  only  com- 
plete training  school  in  the  state  and 
the  present  plans  are  to  broaden  and 
coordinate  the  secondary  and  elemen- 
tary schools,  until  they  function 
places  of  complete  training  for  the 
educational  trainers  in  the  University. 
Teacher  training  is  to  be  the  big  aim 
in  view  and  the  high  school  is  to  fall 
in  line  and  become  a part  of  that 
plan. 

President  Harris  further  states  that 
it  is  anticipated  that  our  high  school 
teachers  will  have  a wide  demand  for 
their  services  because  of  the  high 
quality  of  work  able  to  be  accomplish- 
ed here  through  the  additional  facilit- 
ies of  being  able  to  train  in  high 
school  practice  without  going  out  of 
the  institution. 

This  plan  is  meeting  with  unusual 
favor  both  by  students  taking  sec- 
ondary training  and  by  the  various 
educators  who  have  been  quick  to  see 
the  advantage  of  such  an  additional 
boost  in  the  upward  growth  of  the 
Young  University.

Young  University  is  rapidly  de- 
veloping a very  creditable  football 
team.  Great  improvement  since  the 
initial  contest  with  the  Aggies  has 
been  made  and  the  local  aggregation 
is  learning  to  play  the  game  instinc- 
tively. 

Entering  a fast  conference  with 
green  athletes  and  a difficult  schedule, 
Twitchell’s  men  have  already  per- 
formed remarkably  and  bid  fair  to 
make  an  unusually  enviable  record, 
considering  the  circumstances. 

The  “Y”  men  have  been  seriously 
handicapped  by  inexperience,  but 
have  displayed  rare  determination  and 
fight  which  would  be  a credit  to  any 
team  in  the  country.  They  have  sac- 
rificed valuable  time  and  equally  valu- 
ed “flesh,”  to  make  a showing  which 
would  be  representative  of  the  school. 
Strong  Line  Developed. 

An  exceptionally  strong  line  ha. 
been  developed  which  has  compared 
favorably  with  that  of  every  team 
played.  “Ike”  Young,  the  demon 
tackle,  is  a sensational  find.  With  only 
a little  experience  with  last  year’s 
frosh.  this  rangy  chap,  who  seems  to 
be  a natural  footballer,  has  crashed 
through  his  opponent’s  line  time  after 
time  to  break  up  elusive  plays.  His 
damaging  tactics,  however*  have  been 
lessened  because  inexperience  has  re- 
tarded his  efficiency.  It  is  thought 
that  Young  has  a bright  future  and 
will  be  a wonder  next  year. 

Maeser,  playing  his  first  football, 
has  performed  consistently  as  guard 
and  is  developing  nicely.  Bowman 
at  guard  is  a hard  worker  and  will 
fight  against  any  odds,  “Comfort” 
Hatch  is  a rock-wall  of  defense  at 
tackle  and  is  very  apt  at  making  his 
weight  felt  in  offense. 

“Rip”  Gledhill,  who  has  been  hold- 
ing down  the  pivot  position,  is  a 
husky  man  on  offense;  though  his 
passing  has  not  been  characteristic  of 
his  ability. 

“Mable”  M.iller  at  end,  is  the  fast- 
est man  on  the  team  and  has  perform- 
ed very  consistently.  His  ability  to 
get  down  the  field  under  punts,  is  re- 
markable. His  team-mate  Bunnell 
demonstrated  great  dependability  in 
the  Mines  game  and  is  becoming 
clever  in  the  gentle  art  of  tackling. 
Backfield  Shows  Possibilities. 

The  backfield  has  not  been  excep- 
tionally strong  this  year,  but  shows 
great  possibilities.  “Bony”  Fuller  at 
quarter,  is  probably  the  most  experi- 
enced man  on  the  squad.  His  work 
at  secondary  defense  has  been  a great 
factor  in  keeping  down  the  opponent’s 
score;  and  his  style  of  tackling  is  well 
worthy  of  emulation  by  his  teammates 

“Hindu”  Partridge  is  the  big  boy 
who  alternates  between  the  line  and 
fullback.  His  punting  has  been  the 
equal  if  not  superior  to  that  display- 
ed by  any  team  yet  played. 

Captain  Packard  has  had  little 
chance  to  display  his  wares  at  half- 
back, because  of  injuries  which  have 
kept  him  out  of  most  of  the  games. 
His  ability  was  clearly  demonstrated 
with  last  year’s  Frosh,  and  it  is  un- 
fortunate that  the  little  “blonde”  has 
been  unable  to  give  his  best  to  the 
squad. 

Chamberlain  at  half,  is  a very  speed- 
y back  and  a clever  yard-gainer.  In- 
experience alonq,  has  kept  “Chaim” 
from  playing  spectacular  ball. 

Manson  at  fullback  has  a highly  ed- 
ucated toe  as  well  as  plenty  of  native 
talent.  He  will  improve  with  age. 
“Buddy”  Morgan,  of  diminutive  phys- 
ique, is  a heady  little'  quarterback  and 
probably  exerts  his  weight  to  better 
advantage  than  any  of  his  mates. 

“Abe”  Dixon  and  Leo  Meredith  are 
both  clever  ends.  “Senator”  Reeves 
is  a giant  who  is  green  at  the  game 
but  whose  avoirdupois  makes  him  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  line.  Swen 
Mielson  is  striving  to  adapt  his  basket- 
ball ability  to  the  grid  and  by  next 
year  will  undoubtedly  be  a stauneh 
support  to  the  team. 
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Lowry  Nelson  has  been  made

LIBRARY  MAKES 

RAPID  GROWTH 


Judge  John  Lyle,  attorney  for  the 
Union  Pacific  Railroad  and  J.  A. 
Reeves,  general  passenger  agent,  dis- 
cussed the  railroad  question  with  the 
^students  of  debating  and  sociology 
yesterday  morning. 

Mr.  Lyle*  the  first  speaker,  des- 
cribed the  coast-to-coast  railways  and 
revieyved  the  legal  decisions  that 
have  affected  their  organization  and 
operation.  } 

Mr.  Reeves  spoke  on  the  traffic 
handled  by  the  Union  Pacific  and  how 
it  had  worked  for  the  State  of  Utah. 
He  stated  that  he  did  not  understand 
why  the  Utah  state  officials  had  de- 
cided to  intervene  in  favor  of  the 
Southern  Pacific.  Mr.  Thomas  Pier- 
pont  defended  the  position  of  the 
Utah  officials,  but  Mr.  Reeves  insist- 
ed that  the  Union  Pacific  had  not  been 
asked  to  present  its  side  of  the  ques- 
tion. . , 

This  question  is  of  vital  interest  to' 
this  state  and  has  been  selected  for 
the  triangle  debates. 


As  a result  of  interest  manifested 
by  friends  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University,  the  library  of  the  institu- 
tion is  making  rapid  growth.  At  the 
last  sessiin  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
the  offer  of  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe  to 
present  his  library  of  agriculture  to 
the  school  was  accepted,  and  the  John 
A.  Widtsoe  collection  was  established 
as  a unit  of  the  library.  Dr.  Widtsoe 
had  already  presented  the  University 
with  some  thousands - of  agricultural 
bulletins  and  pamphlets,  and  with  the 
new  presentation  the  school  will  have 
a library  of  agricultural  bulletins  and 
pamphlets,  that  will  be  equal  to  any 
in  the  West.  Dr.  Widtsoe  was  form, 
erly  a professor  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  and 
is  now  chairman  of  the  L.  D.  S, 
Church  commission  of  education. 

At  the  same  session  of  the  board 
the  Lawerence  Coffin  collection  was 
also  established.  Lawerence  Coffin 
is  a physician  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  During  Professor  Alice  Rey. 
nold’s  visit  last  summer  to  New  York, 
she  met  Dr.  Coffin  and  he  expressed 
a desire  to  know  something  about 
the  library  of  the  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity.  As  Professor  Reynolds  has 
been  chairman  of  the  library  com- 
mittee for  a number  of  years  she  was 
prepared  to  give  him  the  information 
asked  for.  Dr,  Coffin  soon  gave  evi- 
dence that  his  queries  were  not  prom- 
pted by  mere  idle  curiosity,  for  he«4ias 
presented  the  library  with  65  volumes 
of  literary  works,  and  expects  to  do 
something  further  in  that  line. 

On  Wednesday  Professor  A.  C. 
Lund,  formerly  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  music  of  the  University  left 
for  the  library  thirteen  volumes  com- 
prising the  Norroena  set,  contain- 
ing Anglo-Saxon  and  early  Germanic 
classics,  to  be  placed  in  the  Charles 
W.  Penrose  collection.  The  books 
are  of  a limited  de  luxe  edition, 
handsomely  bound  and  well  printed 
on  high  grade  paper,  and  will  be  a 
choice  addition  to  the  library. 

Professor  T.  Earl  Pardoe  is  also 
making  a collection  of  books  dealing 
with  the  drama  and  public  speaking, 
to  be  placed  in  the  library.  To  in- 
crease the  utility  he  is  preparing  re- 
views of  the  books  as  a guide  to  stu- 
dents and  teachers  in  making  selec- 
tions.

The  Young  Frosh  suffered  greatly 
from  being  penalized  so  much  but 
made  many  more  yards  than  the 
Northerners  in  spite  of  these  setbacks. 
The  greenlings  were  invincible  or 
bucking  the  line  and  played  a success- 
ful, though  not  excessive  aerial  game. 

Logan  scored  in  the  first  quarter 
after  a series  of  forward  passes.  On 
their  attempt  to  drop-kick  goal,  Part- 
ridge tore  through  their  line  and 
blocked  the  ball. 

Freshmen  Score  in  Second  Quarter. 

During  the  second  quarter  the 
Frosh  gained  heavily  on  a clever  pass. 
Faking  a right-end  run,  McIntosh 
handed  the  ball  to  Dixon  who  heaved 
the  pigskin  thirty  yards  to  Swenson, 
leaving  it  on  the  ten-yard  line.  After 

line  buck  by  Pyne  and  one  by  Dixon 
Bird  romped  across  the  line.  Mein- 
tosh  failed  to  kick  goal. 

In  the  fourth  quarter*  after  placing 
the  ball  on  the  Crimson’s  two-yard 
line,  the  Northerners  held  valiantly 
for  three  downs,  but  were  unsuccess- 
ful in  keeping  Bird  out,  who  crossed 
on  the  last  down.  Instead  of  kicking 
as  before,  McIntosh  passed  to  Pyne 
who  scored  another  point  making  it 
13  to  6. 

Misunderstanding  Cleared. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  the  “Y’ 
had  been  penalized  to  their  thirty- 
five-yard-line.  The  B.  Y.  C.  were  re- 
sorting to  a series  of  forward  passes 
desperate  attempt  to  ward  off 
certain  defeat.  In  making  a pass, 
Bergeson,  B.  Y.  C.  fullback  was 
tackled  before  the  ball  had  left  his 
hands,  but  threw  the  ball,  while  lying 
on  his  back,  to  Johnson,  the  quarter- 
back, who  in  turn  was  tackled  by 
Pyne. 

Both  Peterson  and  umpire  Jarvis 
blew  their  whistles,  putting  the  ball 
out  of  play.  Johnson  recovering  his 
feet,  tore  down  the  deserted  field  and 
crossed  the  line. 

The  referee  then  called  for  the  ball 
and  placed  it  on  the  spot  where 
Bergeson  had  been  tackled  before, 
passing  to  Johnson.  Play  was  resum- 
ed and  the  game  ended  with  the  “Y” 
in  possession  of  the  ball  on  its  own 
thirty-yard  line,  though  an  erroneous 
article  states  that  the  game  ended  in 
possession  of  the  B.  Y.  C.  who  were 
marching  steadily  for  another  score. 

Y.  C.  vs.  A.  C.  Frosh,  etc. 

The  B.  Y.  C.  handed  the  Aggie 
Frosh  a decisive  trimming  earlier  in 
the  season  and  Saturday  the  Aggie 
Frosh  lost  to  the  “U”  greenlings  to 
the  tune  of  20  to  14.  According  to 
the  dope  bucket,  the  Young  Frosh 
should  cop  the  state  freshman  honors.

Mrs.  Amy  L.  Merrill  and  Miss 
Anna  Marie  Eggertsen  will  be  the 
representatives  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University  at  tw£>  college  women 
conventions  to  be  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah,  November  8th,  9th  and 
10th. 

Mrs.  Merrill  will  attend  the  con- 
vention for  the  Deans  of  Women  of 
all  universities  west  of  the  Mississippi 
River  and  Miss  Eggertsen  will  attend 
the  convention  of  representatives  of 
Associated  Women  Students  of  the 
same  universities. 

Since  women  seriously  entered  the 
,field  of  education  and  the  doors  of 
the  great  American  universities  were 
thrown  open  to  them  the  problem  of 
the  girl  in  the  college  environment 
has  been  of  great  importance  to  uni- 
versity executives  all  over  the  coun- 
try.

B.  Y.  C.  ABLE  TO  WIN  THROUGH 
NEWSPAPERS 


In  writing  the  newspaper  story  of  the 
gridiron  game  between  the  B.  Y.  U.  Fresh- 
men and  the  B.  Y.  C.  at  Logan  last  Friday, 
the  B.  Y.  C.  reporter,  for  some  esoteric  pur- 
pose, credited  his  school  with  seven  points 
which  they  did  not  make  on  the  field.  The 
game  is  also  represented  as  having  been  play- 
ed between  the  B.  Y.  C.  and  the  “Y”  Varsity, 
while  in  fact  the  B.  Y.  U.  sent  a complete 
freshman  squad,  with  the  exception  of  Part- 
ridge and  Fuller.  The  writer  goes  on  to  say 
that  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  game  there 
was  a dispute  regarding  a touchdown  which 
the  B.  Y.  C.  made  and  that  the  officials  de- 
cided after  the  game  to  grant  it  to  them. 

Whether  the  northerners’  dogmatic  clam- 
oring overwhelmed  the  official  until  he  finally 
awarded  them  the  touchdown  the  NEWS  is 
not  authoritatively  informed,  but  the  score 
stood  thirteen  to  six  when  the  “Y”  Frosh  left 
Logan.  In  case  the  referee  did  revoke  his  de- 
cision and  gave  the  home  team  the  touchdown 
(which  is  very  improbable)  the  score  would 
have  been  twelve  to  thirteen,  except  that  under 
the  pressure  of  circumstances  the  B.  Y.  C. 
returned  to  the  field  and  kicked  goal.  Their 
role  of  sportsmanship,  it  appears,  would  justify 
such  procedure. 

In  the  last  twelve  years  the  B.  Y.  C.  has 
won  but  one  athletic  contest  from  the  Young 
University.  That  was  a basketball  game  in 
1918,  when  a conference  ruling  broke  up  the 
B.  Y.  U.  team  by  barring  high  school  men  from 
participation.  There  were  only  a very  few 
college  men  in  the  B.  Y.  U.  that  year  and  the 
B.  Y.  C.  was  permitted  to  use  high  school  re- 
cruits. The  northern  college,  however,  evinces 
its  ability  to  win  a contest  through  the  news- 
papers— to  get  the  honor,  at  least,  holding  its 
opponents  to  a tie. 

Our  immature  friends  from  the  north  are 
activated  by  the  buoyant  spirit  of  callow 
juveniles  and  the  reporter  who  doped  the 
score  merely  displays  his  youthful  wiles.  It  is 
surprising,  however,  to  note  that  their  school 
authorities  have  done  nothing  to  right  the 
wrong  but  have  connived  at  downright  mis- 
representation.

Wednesday,  Nov.  1st. 
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“We  expect  great  things  from  this 
school,”  said  Senator  Reed  Smoot 
in  his  address  to  the  Student  Body 
on  Wednesday.  “There  will  never  be 
a time  when  the  president  of  the 
Church  will  have  any  ottier  tiian  the 
greatest  interests  in  this  institution. 
No  matter  what  happens  to  other 
Church  schools,  no  matter  if  our 
finances  are  such  that  we  cannot 
maintain  all  of  the  institutions  that 
now  are  supported  by  the  Church,  the 
time  will  never  come  that  this  will  not 
be  THE  Church  school  and  be  sup- 
ported by  the  Church.  This  institu- 
tion ought  to  be  a school  as  great  if 
not  greater  than  any  other  school  in 
all  the  world,  and  I want  to  say  now 
to  the  young  people  here,  we  want 
you  to  receive  and  secure  an  educa- 
tion so  that  there  may  be  taken  from 
the  scholars  of  this  institution!,  men 
and  women  that  can  stand  here  as 
instructors  and  be  equal  to  any  in- 
structors in  any  university  or  college 
in  all  the  world.  All  we  have  to  do 
is  to  follow  the  course  mapped  out 
by  God  in  the  beginning.  All  we 
have  to  do  is  to  live  up  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Church,  and  that  is  the 
greatest  testimony  to  the  people  of 
the  world  we  can  possibly  give. 

“Remember  that  time  is  fleeting  and 
before  you  know  it  you  will  be  call- 
ed upon  to  fill  places  of  responsibility 
in  this  Church,  in  this  state  and  in 
this  nation^  and  I want  to  plead  with 
you  all  to  prepare  yourselves  for  it.  No 
living  man  can  put  knowledge  into 
your  head,  unless  you  exercise  all  the 
power  that  you  have  to  understand 
it  and  retain  it  there.  No  one  can 
make  a man  or  woman  of  you,  they 
can  assist  you  and  help  you  every  way 
but  it  rests  with  you  to  determine  the 
final  result.” 

Continuing},  Senator  Smoot  said,  “I 
expect  to  see  the  time  come  when  the 
people  of  God  will  be  the  most 
wealthy  people  in  all  the  world  and  I 
expect  to  see  the  time  come  when  they 
will  see  that  this  great  institution  is 
provided  with  all  the  necessary  means 
to  make  it  the  greatest  of  great 
schools.  May  the  school  continue  its 
progress  forever,  and  may  our  dreams 
of  its  greatness,  if  God  wishes,  come 
true.” 

During  his  address  Senator  Smoot 
discussed  the  leadership  of  Brigham 
Young.  “God  must  have  prepared  in 
the  beginning  the  men  selected  by 
Brigham  Young,  under  the  inspiration 
of  God,  for  the  ovening  of  this  great 
dispensation  of  the  fullness  or  time. 
He  had,  I think,  the  best  judgment 
of  any  man  I ever  knew  in  selecting 
men  to  do  the  work  that  he  knew  had 
to  be  done,  and  without  which,  the 
Church  would  never  have  advanced  as 
it  has.”
